The appointment uf a Parliamentary 
Agent waa an act m ininifeally required 
for the Welfare of the culoiiy, that Tie can 
on I) wuoder and regret it had nut been 
thought of many year* nwntT, ll has, 
however, been thought of at la*i, and n» 
tint operations, a* ahewn by the papers 
before ita, arc of the tnoat autpiiioii* 
character. The correspondence comiat* 
of four lelleri from Mr, Ston to the 
Sell a c«, and three from the Spgjiiiji lo 
Mr. Scon. 

Mr. Scott j firit, dated 30th April- 
IS 15, acknowledge, the SrmaEa's dt- 
jpaitii of 3th October, 1811, informing 
him of hil spgwintiuent tii the Parlia- 
mentarj Ageiicy. In thus leltrr, Mr. 
Scnrr expreuea a temple which would 
naturally occur tu a high and honourable 
mind, and which ought, *r think, lo hare 
been foreseen and obvialed by tlx Cur- 
inpinding Committer. He heiitatei lo 
accept Ihe appoiRltneitt becautc he feel* 
uncertain of the amount of reajniiuibility 
which the acceptance of the office would 
impose on hiuj, and butt far Ihe term, of 
(he despatch imply tuvh a surrender of 
discretronsjjr power on hia part as 
might he iiietihsiiirnt with hit duties 
as an independent mem leer of Par- 
liament, But whether he should ac- 
cept the office or nut, he •satire* the 
Council Ihal he ihail cuntidei it hit 
duty lo bring under ihe nntice of Hn 
MaJBTv's Oolernnient, aud tu advocate 
in Pailuuneul In the ultnott of hi. ability, 
tuch measure* a* appear tu hint con- 
ducive Id the permanent iuleresta and 
welfare of the culony. 

Mr. Scott"* second letter is dated ISlh 
May, 1845, in which he aeemt still to 
defer a positive acceptance of the agency 
until he know what inlerpretation the 
Ugiilauve Council may place on the 
terms " entire and undivided rclaiion- 
ihip," employed in the Snugra . nrtt 
comniunication. He ttatei that ii 
had been thought mure prudent 
to postpone the considenuion 
of any 'luctlion connected with Hew 
fsouth Wale*, until the pohlic should have 
become more general ly acquainted witb 
the condition of the colony through the 
medium uf the paper* and evidence which 
would be shortly, or had been recently, 
laid on the table* of tilth House* of par- 
liament. Though he had not formally 
accepted the appointment, he had already 
entered most actively upon it* dutiei. He 
had communicated with the 1 nder-Secrr- 
lary of Slate for Ihe Colonic. , with the 
Colonial Land and Emigration Com mil - 
lioaers j and alto, in ' B lengthened inter- 
view,' with L<*rd StatiUlT himself. In 
thia interview, Mr. Scott brought under 
hi* Lordship'* notice those points con- 
nected with the colony which sopeaied to 
him mott immediately tu affect its ialer- 
eretu, namely, rte Ai*rA prvre of land, and 
i Jue. -u n fy of tenure. "Hil LurUsfiiji gave 
me," say. Mr. Scott, " a mott patient 
hearing, and 1 have reason lo entertain 
hoprithal the interview may ultimately 
prove satisfactoty. His Lordship ex- 
pressed himself u taking the warmest in- 
terest in the colony, and ruled his great 
aniiety to promote its welfare. In con- 
clusion, he remarked to the effect, that be 
would at all times lie happy to hear and 
to take into co tun deration any auggra- 
tWO. which I ought US, «rd to

prosperily of the colony," We are the 
lest sanguine in attaching impor lance to 
these smooth and coortly phraaet, hetauae 
very limilar language was employed by 
his Lurdship in hit interview with Mr. 
AactiiBiLn Bovn ; and yet, almost imme- 
diately after, he w rote hit ill-ruiiiidered 
despatch to Sir (jauaoi: Girrs, sanctiotiing 
ihe offensive Squatting Regulations of 
April, IBM I Some tlateimen — of whom 
Lord Stanlky appears to be one— can 
wheedle with their tongue* while they are 
stabbing with their pen*. 

The neat letter in the printed tenet it 
from the is cm ana, dated nib September, 
184J, acknowledging the two above-men- 
tioned communication!, and explaining, 
with reference to the words ' entire and un- 
divided relationship,' that the Council 
wished Mr. St orr distinctly to understand, 
that hissppuintmetit was quite independent 
of the Kxectilive Government of the colony . 
upon which, indeed, it wai intended to 
operate as a check. He is assured that 
the Council did uot contemplate the poi- 
libility of any inteiference with tht dis- 
charge uf his duties at an independent 
member of Parliament. 

Mr. Sojit'-, third letter, dated Itlit 
May, 1815, it a long and very interesting 
document. Whal we are most particularly 
pleaded with in it it, that it show* the 
writet lo be largely miasrsscd uf caution 
and deliberation Zeal wilhout a due 
ailiniature uf discretion would, in hi. 
office, not only dn us no good, nut iitcal - 
tillable mischief. We have the more hope 
lhat Mr. Srurr will be a really useful 
agent, because he gnei tu work rarity. " I 
think thai you will agree tcilh me," he 
says, "that greairr siirHlanltal advan- 
tages tu the colony arr in the first instance 
more likely lo be obtained hydi«jm*iianiife 
r'pretenlnttOH than by eager rrmomiraHee, 
and that if every point were urged, norn.- 
might lie gained," Again—" By the ap- 
pointment wbkh the Council have done 
me ihe honour lu confer upon me, the 
llie Council desires I lie to act rather in 
ihe capsc ily of n negotiator if '/A the 
GorenuHeitt, tknn a* agitator trtth thr 
put/tie. ' 'J'he Council, and the colonists 
at large, wish him lu pursue lhat line of 
procedure which hi v own experience as a 
member of Parliament, and his own 
judgment at a rrtletling and discrimi- 
nating man, point out as the one most 
likely to lead to success, 

In this letter, Mr. Scott alludes to the 
meeting which look place in London nn 
the «itdof May, Lord Pom tarn in Ihe 
chair, and subjoi m a copy of Ihe memorial 
presented tu Lord St*.jiij!v by a deputa- 
tion of Ihe meeting, tits «counl of the 
interview ii interesting > " Accordingly on 
Monday, thf 2tith instant, a numerous 
depuiation, coni^Hisrd uf the principal per- 
sons who had hern present at the ineeling, 
together with Lord PnLtukm, Mr. Diji- 
sibtoi n, and Mr. Oswain, the members 
for the city of Glasgow, and myself, 
■ratted on Lord NtifcixY. and presented 
the accompanying memorial. I had al- 
ready stated my rtews to I ord Stixlit 
upon the principal subjects, and therefore, 
on thl* occasion I thought it better lo lake 
link part, and lhat hit lordship would pay
